If  yov  with  to 
uss  salt  to  preserve  the  loveUness 
of  your  teeth  flrst  moisten  your 
bru.sh  with  warm  water.  Then 
pour  a  Uttie  salt  la  the  pahn  of  your 
hand  and  dab  the  wet  brush  into  It. 
And  when  the  salt  on  the  brush  be 
gins  to  dissolve  a  bit,  brush  your 
teclh  with  it  thoroughly. 

After  the  brushing,  place  a  bit  of 
salt  on  your  Index  finger  and  rub 
your  gums  vigorously,  in  order  to 
stimulate  the  circulation.
